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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With respect to claims 1-15, and 19, applicant 
alleges that no proper motivation has been provided for the combination of Suzuki et al. and Knapp, II et al. Applicant alleges that Knapp, 
II et al. teaches a different purpose, so there is no sugestion to be used with the system disclosed by Suzuki et al. 
However, the examiner of record respectfully disagrees with applicant's comments. It should be too well settled now to require citation or 
discussion that the test for combining references is not what the individual references themselves suggest but rather what the combination 
of disclosures taken as a whole would suggest to one of ordinary skill in the art. Any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a 
reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning, but so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary 
skill at the time the claimed invention was made and does not include knowledge gleaned only from applicant's disclosure, such a 
reconstruction is proper. In re McLaughlin, 443 F. 2d 1392, 1395, 170 USPQ 209, 212 (CCPA 1971). 

In the instant case, the Suzuki et al. reference teaches an imaging system with a respiration detector (10) comprising a belt-like air bag 
wound around the thorax of the patient and a pressure detector coupled to the air bag and detects respiration of patient. 
The Knapp, II et al. patent in Figure 1 and column 4, lines 5-26 teaches a respiratory diagnostic system with a flexible elastic breathinn 
belt, for wrapping around the chest or torso of a patient. 
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
